The Austrians have begun another
attack against the Itallans in the Fo-

sina region of Ttaly and along the up
per reaches of the Astico river, on the
Austro-Italian border. South of Po-
sina, Austrians prepared for thelr of-
fensive with a bombardment, but ac-
cording to Rome the Italians after a
desperate struggle sgainst the Aus-
trien infantry retained their positions.

On the Russian front the Germans
esseyed an offensive northeast of Au-
gustinhof, but were driven back fo
their trenches by the Russians. The
Austrians met with a momentary suc-
cess near Gliadilkd, driving the Rus-
#ians from the position and capturing
it. The Russians, however, in & cdoun-
ter-aftack recaptured the post. Near
Boutchache the Austrians attempted
an offensive but it was put down by
the Russian fire,

On their front in Asiatic Turkey
the Russians report the situation un-
changed. Constantinople says that
near Felahle, in the Kut-édl-Amara re-
glon, the Turks silenced two British
guns and made prisoners in a surprise
rttacik.

The Germans are with the Bulgar-
iafs In the advance into Greek Mace-
donia. The invasion, according to
Berlin, was made as a protection
ngainst a sorprise attack which the
ontente allies were planning.

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HOUSE VOTES CONSTRUCTION
OF FIFTY SUBMARINES.

Decisive Votes Against Battle and
Scout Cruisers.

Washington, May 20—Determined
republican efforts to enlarge the bulld-
ing programme of the naval appropri-
atlon bill as reported from the nawval
committee resulied today in the adop-
tion by the house, sitting as a commit-
tee of the whiole, of an amendment in-
creaging the number of submarines
from 20 to 50. Proposzals to provide for
six battle cruisers Instead of five and
to add two dreadnoughts and two scout
crulsers to the programme werce de-
feated after a lively fight,

In order to finish consideration of the
bill by the time fixed, 4 o'clock Fri-
doy afternoon, the house had a three-
hour seseion today instead of recessing
over Memorial day, as usual

So decislve were the votes against
additlonal battle and scout cruisers
that the bigger navy advocates virtual-
ly have decided to abandon the fight
for them, but (hey still hope to get the
two battleships. Another attempt-will
be made when the house returns to
regular form on Friday.

The battleship proposal was lost by
the narrow margin of 16 votes, 130
opposing and 114 favoring. Fourteen
democrats voted for the amendment
and eight republicans oppased it

The vote on increasing the suh-
marines was 114 to 104, 17 democrats
voting for it and no republicans op-
posing,

London, May B230.—Several of the
biggzer groups of underwriiers have
dropped out of business at Lloyds re-
cantly, leath to stand the speculation,
uncertainty, and “racket” of the mod-
ern day underwritings of ships and

CATgoes.

“You would think, I suppose” said
one of the old timers, “that it is the
‘war risks’ that are bothering us. But
ordinary ‘sea risks' are quite as great
a factor.

Led Rain on McClslian's Army.

Born in Powhattan county, Va., De-
cember 6, 1833 and graduated from
the University of Virginla in 1852,
he was practicing law In Bristol, Va,
when the war broke out and he

hig ecareer in the Confederzte army.
He proved his daring with such effect
that he became a scout for Gen, J.
E. B. Stuart and led the celebrated
raid around MeClelian's army on  the
Chickahominy. In Richmond a year
later he recruited an independent cav-
alry troop which became famous as
Mosby's Partisan Hangera. They be-
came night riders and the terror of
the Federal troops.

Capture of General Stoughton,

Mosby's most brilllant exploit was
the ecapture of Gen. Stoughton. On a
Mnarch night in 1863 ne, with 30 fol-
lowers, rode through the Federzl army
to Falrfax Court House, only 15 miles
from Washington, where Gen,
Btoughton was asleep. Although
surrougzdsad by an army s=ald to have
beén 17,090 strong, the rangers calmly
kidnapped the general, his staff and
many sentries, and turned them over
to the Confederate authorities at Cul-
peper without having tost a man.

Grant Saved Him From Hanging.

General Grant once  Iater saved
Mosby from hanging, and two foes of
the battlefield became staunch friends.
Mosby stumped the state of Virginia
for Grant during his presidential cam-
wi

post which he held for seven years.

When he returried  to the United

| Btates, Mosby called on the surviving

members of his rangers and. to his
astonishment, he found that a large
percentage of them had become min-
isters, In parting their old colonel
sajid: ‘Well, boys, ir yon fizght the
devil Hke you fought the Yankces
there will be something to record on
Judgment Day."”

Irish World S8ays Fifteen of the Lead-
ers Were Executed.

New York, May 320.—Nearly 2,000
persons are now in English detention
camps as s result of the recent up-
reland, according to informa-
ought to the' Irlsh World by e
specinl messenger from Ireland and
made public today. The prisoners are
said to inelude Arthur Griffiths, editor
of Nationality; P. T. Daly, general
secretary of the Qaelic leazgue, and Al-
derman Cole.

700 VETERANS TURNED
OUT IN NEW YORK

New York, May 30.—8eatn hundred
veterans tg: tha Civil war, proudly
carrying eir ‘battered battle flzgs,
mnrched in review berore Govwvernor
Whitman here today. Thelr appear- .
ance before the reviewing stand at
the Soldiers and Sailors’ monument
was the crowning feature of the of-
ficial observance of Memorlal dny.

Marching with the wveterans were
detachments from the TUnited States
coast artillery, sailors and m#rines
from the New York Navy yard, na-
tional guardsmen, veterans of the
Spanish- American war, Boy Scouts,
Camp Fire Girls and representatives
of the other organizations. It was
estimated that there were 15000 in
line.

About the parade there was an ele-
ment of the grim reality of war which
has been lacking in other years.
Many of those in the reviewing stand
characterized it as another “prepared-
ness” procession. Wicked looking
bayonets were attached to the rifles
of the men in the Infantry regiments
and the officers carried no sabers,
but wore service revolvers strapped
to their belts.

Memorial exercises at Grant's Tomb
followed the parade.
